R. officials are opposed to reciprocity ; there- 
fore, concludes the Journal, reciprocity 
must be a bad thing for the country. 

That, of course, is a very convenient 
way of disposing of the matter, provided 
one has unbounded faith in the disinterest- 
edness and wisdom of the C.P.R. officials. | 
There, however, is the rub. There have | 
been some other questions on which the C. | 
P.R. officials and the public have not seen 
eye to eye. The construction of competing 
railways and the taxation of C.P.R. 
lands; these are two questions on which the 
officials of the company have been found to 
hold views not coincident with the views of 
the rest of the community. 

‘fhe Journal refuses to believe that the | 
officials had dividends in their minds when 
they conceived their dislike for reciprocity. 
It cites the Bulletin as authority that the 
C.P. is well prepared to handle traffic north 
and south, and declares it cannot under- 
stand why a road well prepared to handle 
traffic north and south should prefer tv han- 
die it east and west. Well, if the Journal can- 
not really understand that itself there is 
probably little use trying to help. it. Per- 
haps Sir Thomas can give it a steer when | 
he comes along... Meanwhile, as an aid to 
partial illumination it may be reminded 
that it is farther from Edmonton to St. 
John than from Edmonton to Chicago or 
St. Paul—and that the amount of freight 
the C.P. gets on a car of cattle or wheat 
depends upon how far they have hauled the 
car. It is not at all a question of whether 
the C.P. “can afford” reciprocity, but of 
whether the C.P. wants to afford it—which 
the officials say it does not. 

The chances are that it will take con- 
siderable persuading to make the public be- | 
lieve the interests of the C.P. and the inter- | 
ests of the public are always the same; that 
what the officials of the company condemn | 
is unquestionably and invariably bad for 
the rest of the country ; and that what they 
approve is always and altogether for the | 


public good. There have been too many in- | 
stances where this reasoning did not hold, 
and too many where the exactly opposite 
rule was found to be true. Taking the cir- 
cumstances of the past and present into ac- 
count it; would be decidedly easier to per- 
suade the public that they ought to vote for 
anything or everything the C.P.R. con- 
demns than that they ought to vote 
against anything just because the, C.P. 
R. condemns it. The C.P.R. is a_busi- 
ness concern. Its officials tend to the C, 
P.R.’s business strictly and consistently— 
whether in politics or the company’s offices, 
in parliament or a private car—leaying it 
to the public to jook after themselves. The 
Journal seems to believe it can make the 
publie think. they ought to do the C.P.R.’s 
business too. At any rate it is making the 
attempt. The Canadian Pacific officials dis- 
approve of reciprocity; therefore recipro- 
city should be voted down! Hooray! 
GETTING NERVOUS 

The Toronto News re-affirms that one 
reason reciprocity is being so vigorously 
fought is: “If we deprive the farmer of 
“protection he will demand free trade in 
“manufactures.” That the farmer wants 
to be “deprived” of protection has nothing 
to do with the case, of course, That is an 


incident of the farmer’s failure to compre- 
hend the smoothness and sleekness and fat- 
ness of the protection theory—an error of

If 
the farmer finds that he can do business 
profitably without tariff favor, he will 
argue that others ought to be able to do the 
same—so runs the apprehensive logic of the 
News. The farmer it argues must be kept 
in a protected state—whether he wants to” 
be kept so or not—in order that he cannot 
consistently demand the removal of protec- 
tion from other classes of producers; that 
is the little game the News discloses. 
The News is not a “farmer’s paper.” It! 
relies for subsistence upon the industrial 
rather than the agricultural interests—and 
circulates among the industrial classes ra- 
ther than the farming class. Its appeal is 
doubtless intended to catch the voiss  u 
those classes among whom its readers are 
found. If it could sueceed in persuading the 
manufacturer and the manufacturer’s em- 
ployees that free trade in naturai products 
is only the prelude to free trade in manu- | 
factured goods it would doubtless succeed 
to some degree in lining up these classes 
against reciprocity. To these its appeal is | 
directed, and to them the appeal is to force | 
the farmers into keeping protection that 
they may with better grace demand protec- 
tion on what they are producing. 
There ave signs that an appeal of some 
kind is n..+ ssavy if the industrial vote is to | 
be rounde? uv for the opnonents of recipro- 
city. kviy day for weeks has seen On- 
tario manufacturers coming out in support 
of reciprocity and larger prosperity for the 
farmer; on the ground that if the farmer 
is prosperous the manufacturer cannot be 
otherwise. The workmen in the industrial 
centres have not responded to the Antis 
with the expected enthusiasm or unanim- 
ity. On the contrary there are signs that 
in those quarters too, the well-being of the 
farmer is recognized as the essential condi- 
tion to work and wages for the dwellers of 
the cities. With the manufacturers in 
large numbers shouting for reciprocity, and 
their employees refusing to rally to the) 
Anti banner, the cause of the Opposition is 


| plainly becoming desperate even in Ontario. 


Hence perhaps this warning cry from the 
News that if the farmer gets his way now 
he will demand it later on in another direc- 
tion. The spectre of defeat is looming un- 
comfortably large upon the horizon of the 
Antis.

He shows that during the sessien betore the 
general election of 1900, while the Canadian troops were baiting tor 
the Empire on the veldt, Bourassa attacked the government in the 
House c€ Commons for sending the contingents vo South Atrica with- 
out the direct authority of parliament, 

In one of the greatest speeches ever delivered before the Commons 
of Canada Sir Wilfrid defended his action, Mr. Wiilison thus narrates 
the closing portions of that speech, with its reterences to Mr. Bourassa: 

“He pednted out that the government had called tor volunteers, 
but had compelled no man to go to South Africa, 1t had simply pro- 
vided the machinery and expenses to enable these volunteers to offer 
their lives for the honor of their country and the flag they loved, He 
continued;— 

“Shall the sacrifice be all_on the one side and neme on the 
other, the obligation all on the one side and none on the other! We 
Were not campelled to do what we did, but it we chose to be generots, 
to do a little more than we are bound to do, where is a man living who 
would find fault with us for that acon’ He (Bourassa) dreads the 
consequences of this action in sending out a military contingent to 
South Africa, Let me tell him from the bottom ot my heart that my 
heart is full of the hopes 1 entertain of the beneficial results which 
will accrue from that action. When our young volunteers sailed 
from our sheres to join the British army in South Alrica, great were 
our expectations that they would display on those distant battieheds 
the same courage which had been displayed by their tathers when 
fighting against one another In the last century, Again, in many 
breasts there was a fugitive sence ef uneasiness at the thought that 
the first facing of musketry and cannon by raw recruits is always 
a severe trial, But when the telegraph brought us the news that such 
was the good impression made by our volunteers that the commander- 
in-chief had placed them in the post of henor, In the first ranks, to 
share the danger with that famous corps, the Gordon Highlanders; 
when we heard that they had justified fully the confidence placed 


in them, that they had charged like veterans, that their conduct was 
heroic and had won for them the encomiums cf the commander-ii- 
chief and the unstinted admiration of their comrades, who had 


faced death upon a hundred battlefields in all parts of the world, is 
there a man whose did net swell with pride, that nobi- 
est of all pride, that pride of pure patriotism, the pride of the consci- 
ousness of our rising strength, the pride of the conscicusness that on 
that day it had been revealed to the world that a new power had arisen 
in the West? Nor is that all. The work of union and harmony  be- 
tween the chief races cf this country is not yet complete. We know 
by the unfortunate occurrence that took place only last week that there 
is much to do in that way But there is ne bond of union so strong 
as the bond created by common dangers faced in common. Today there 
are men in South Africa representing the two branches of the Can- 
adian family fighting side by side for the hcenor of Canada. Already 
some of them have fallen, giving to the country the last full measure 
of devotion. Their remains have been laid in the same grave, there to 
remain to the end of time in that last fraternal embrace. Can we not 
hope, I ask my honorable triend himself, that in that grave shall be 
buried the last vestiges of our former antagonism? If such shali be the 
result, if we can indulge that hope, if we can believe that in that grave 
shall be buried ccntentions, the sending of the contingents would be 
the greatest service ever rendered Canada since Confederation,’ 

“This speech,” says Mr. Willison, “had an extraordinary effect 
upon parliament. It was cheered tumultuously by members qn beth 
sides, and the crowded galleries set decorum at defiance, and joined 
with uncontrollable enthusiasm in the demonstraticn below. It touch- 
ed the heart of Canada, and in Great Britain was received with unaffect- 
ed praise ¢nd gratitude, praise for its power and beauty and, finish, 
gratitude for its splendid vindication of the British cause, and splendid 
utterance of the love and devotion of the Canadian people to the 
embattled Empire. It stands’ as the most eloquent and impressive 
speech which the war has evoked. ' 

“All this was sald,” continues the editur of the News, “and all 
these events occurred before Nov. 7, 1900, when the people of Canada 
declared their judgment upon the first administration of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. The historian of the future will marvel greatly at scane, of the 
results of the polling. If he shall look through the musty, worm-eaten 
files of the chief journals of the time he will find that the contest 
turned largely upon the first despatch of Canadian troops to serve in a 
British war overseas. He will find that these soldiers Weré sent by a 
government at whose head was a French-Canadian, He will find that 
the French province of Quebec was represented as hestile to the war, 
seothing with disloyalty, and honey-combed with sympathy for Britain's 
enemies. He wit! that the English province of Ontario was aflame 
with loyal enthus!a8m and royally proud cf the contribution of troops 
to the cause of the Imperial mother, He will find that the government 
which equipped and despatched the soldiers of Canada to South Af- 
rica carried fifty-eight out ef the sixty-five seats in the disloyal province 
of Quebec, and thirty-four out of the ninety-two seats in the loyal pre+ 
vince of Ontario, And he shall surrely feel that if he write faithfully 
the story of these records there wiii be pronounced upen his work the 
judgment of that man who said i believe everything but history; his- 
tory is a lie.” . 

Today once more Laurier and Bourassa fight again the battle 
over the right of the government of Canada to participate in the 
defence of the empire. This time it is the Liberal policy of under- 
taking the obligaticn of naval defence that is at issue in Quebec. 
Bourassa and Monk, the French Conservative leader, have joined 
hands to destroy “Laurier because he is too British fer them, And 
once more, to complete the parallelism, the Laurier who is too British 
fer the Nationalists and Conservatives of Quebec is being held up to 
the people of Ontario as not British enough for them, 

The real Laurier is the Laurier of that impassicned speech of 
the man of whom J. 8. Willison, editor of the News, said in 
that “he labors with strenuous hand and abounding faith to 
and consolidate the various elements of the Dominion.” 

And this true Canadian, this patriot cf unstained honor, is held 
up to the scorn and contempt of the British-born as an enemy of his 
native land, engaged in a conspiracy against the integrity of the 
Empire.

Mayor Elucidates, 

Reading trom a copy ot the agree- 
ment Mayor Armstrong pointed out 
that the proportion of  pojulation, 
taxation ,assets, liabilities ,etc,, as be- 
tween Edmonton and Strathcona was 
at the ratio cf five to one. Under the 
agreement greater Edmonton would 
have 10 aldermen instead of eight. as 
as present, That part of the city 
south of the river, now Strathcona, 
would have three aldermen and Ed- 
montcm proper seven aldermea 

Alderman Gowan opposed this basis 
of representation on the ground that 
it would give Strathcona three aldor- 
men outright, with the possibility c¢ 
the electors on the south side of the 
Saskatchewan river combining to 
select enough men on this side to give 
them ccatrol of the city council, 

Ald, Bellamy's Objections, 

Alderman Bellamy suppleménted 
this objection with several of his own 
and the matters was argued at some 
length. Aldermen Gowan and Bel- 
lamy remained alone in their opposi- 
tion to the basis cf representation, the 
vote standing six to two in favor cf 
the agreement as decided upon by the 
joint counmittee. 

Other features of the agreement 
were objected «a by Alderman Bel- 
lamy, who insisted that he wanted to 
“be shown" before voting. He found 
fault with the clause providing for 
street railway extension in Strathecna, 
some c€ which he sald would not pay. 
If a company instead of the city own- 
ed the street railway, he declared, the 
extension would not be made because 
they have not the required number 
of people along the lines. Alderman 
McInnes was inclined to share these 
views, althcugh he had finally agreed 
to the agreement as a whole. 

Street Kailway Extension, 

Mr.. Fraser said the clause covering 
Street railway extension was the best 
bargain that members of Edmonton 
committee could get. 

Alderman Bellamy and Gowan vot- 
ed against twa of the extension 
Clauses, constituting the only oppos!l- 
tion. They did not, however, object 
to the University extension. For the 
latter it developed that Mayor Arm- 
strong had promised the Strathcona 
committee to start work this fall and 
if possible complete the extensicn be- 
fore winter. Alderman Bellamy re- 
newed his objections and a prolonged 
discussion followed. All of the exten- 
sion clauses finally went threagh,

MARKETS FOR THE FARM PRODUCTS OF CANADA, 
The Department of Labor has published a valuable study of the 
comparative prices in Canada and the United States, during the period 


from 1906 to 1): , of the agricultural, fisheries, lumber and mines pro- 
dicta. The work is in some respects a supplementary report to the de- 
partment’s publication last year, which recorded the course of wholesale@® 
Prices during the preceding twenty years, from 1890 to 1909, In arfiv-* 
ing at these comparative prices in the Canadian and United States cities, 

the method adopted in the eariler reports was followed—that is, re- 

course was had to the quotations of actual market transactions as recorded 

in trade journals of daily newapapers. The Bulletin publishes herewith 

certain excerpta from these voluminous tables ef comparative prices, 

which may be of Interest to’ the public In view of the present discussion 

as to the merits of reciprocity. The figures which we herewith quote 

deal with Winnipeg and the markets across the line which are in relatively 
the same position to the United States as Winnipeg is to Canada, To- 

ronto and Buffalo figures are also placed in juxtaposition An analysis 

of the figures makes it plain that, on the whole, perceptibly higher prices 
prevail in the American markets just south of the boundary. Uccasional 

Periods of scarcity send the Canadian prices to a premium, but, taking 

the markets vear in and year out, the figures compiled by the Department 

of Labor show that, in the sale of farm products, access to the American 

market would be beneficial. 

With respect to the table showing the average prices of grains, 
which follows immediately, it is to be borne in mind that the discrepancy 
in the United States and Canadian prices ie further accentuated by the 
fact that in practically every case the Canadian grades are higher. Thus 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern wheat must weigh not le@s than 6y Ibs. to the 
bushel, and be composed of at least 60 per cent. of hard red fife wheat; 
whereas No. 1 Northern Minnesota may consist of the hard and soft varie- 
ties of spring wheat, and weigh not less than 67 Ibe. Manitoba oats 
weigh not less than 34 Ibs. to the bushel, while Minnesota oats must weigh 
hot lems than 31 Ibs, Manitoba barley weighs 46 Ibs, to the bushel; Min- 
nesota barley only 44 Ibs, Tables showing the comparisons in grains, 
live Stock, meats and vegetables, flour, etc., follow:
